Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is - " 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

Claims 1-7 are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that even 
though the prior art discloses a polarizer comprising a stack of laminated undulated dielectric 
layers having alternating refractive indices, each layer having uniform thickness, the prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest, regarding claims 1-2, 5-6, a polarizer comprising laminated 
layers in the form of a set of co-directed undulations, wherein at least one of the layers has a 
periodic variable thickness, regarding claims 3-4,. 7, a method for producing a polarizer 
comprising the steps of laminating on a substrate a first refractive medium layer and a second 
refractive medium layer, at least one of which having a periodic variable thickness, said substrate 
having at most one of each of a single set of regularly arranged, co-directed grooves, a single set 
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of regularly arranged, co-directed projections, a single set of non-intersecting projections, and a 
single set of co-directed, non-intersecting grooves, as set forth by the claimed combination. 

In Weber (US 5,422,756, Fig. 2), the disclosed laminated undulated structure comprises 
layers, each of which having a uniform thickness.
